New Explorer 


Launching Set 


Another Orbiting 
Chatterbox Readied 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — The 
space agency plans to launch an­ 
other Explorer satellite next week, 
a new type of orbiting chatterbox 
broadcasting on six radio frequen­ 
cies. 
Analysis of the intensity of the 
radio impulses as received on the 
earth 
may tell communications 
experts much that they do not 
know’ about the ionosphere and 
why it occasionally interferes with 
radio transmissions. 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration, disclosing 
plans to launch the satellite from 
Cape Canaveral, Fla. within a few 
days, said today it will be a co­ 
operative 
international 
project 
with New Zealand, Canada and 
Tem . 
The 74-pound satellite will range 
between altitudes of 240 and 1.600 
miles, sending signals of varying 
power to receiving stations around 
the world. 
Until it has been launched suc- 
eessfully 
and 
named 
Explorer 
IX, the new payload is known as 
Ionosphere Beacon Satellite S45. 
NASA said it looks very much 
like t’ e Explorer VII and Explor­ 
er 
VHI 
satellites, 
having 
two 
cones back to hack. 
The S45 has a six-foot loop an­ 
tenna around its middle to trans­ 
mit its low frequency signals to 
ground stations. 
“ Unlike Explorer VHI, this sat­ 
ellite will not be an experiment 
in itself,” NASA said. 
“ Explorer VHI 
measured the 
positive ion and electron con in - 
trations in its orbital parth around 
the earth. 
“The new satellite will merely 
transm it on six frequencies at 
varying levels of power. Ground 
stations receiving the signals will 
analyze them by various meth­ 
ods.” 


Pirate's Venture 
Labeled as Defeat 


RECIFE, Brazil (AP) — With 
Brazilian marines in command of 
the Santa Maria, rebel chieftain 
Henrique Galvao had virtually no 
choice today but accept defeat of 
his 
revolutionary 
gesture 
and 
come ashore. 
Nearly all the crew of the Por­ 
tuguese liner was ashore and Gal­ 
vao's owm thinned rebel band was 
disarmed aboard ship. 
The 610-foot liner’s regular skip­ 
per,

dis­ 
closed there had been efforts to 
sabotage Galvao’s voyage even 
though the regular ship’s officers 
were under gunpoint at all times. 
He said faucets were left open 


to deplete the fresh water supply, 
in an effort to force a landing.

experienced navigator had been 
led astray at times.

“This was an authentic case of 
piracy,” he asserted.

Santa Maria's Skipper Tells 


How Pirates Grabbed Liner 


Editor’s Not*—What 
happened 
that night in the Caribbean when 
the liner Santa Maria w’as seized 
by Portuguese rebels Here is the 
story as told by the ship’s cap­

RECIFE, Brazil (AP)—At ap­ 
proximately 1:30 a m. on Jan. 22, 
a freightened sailor of my ship 
c«»me rimning to my cabin to re­ 
port that some passengers were 
taking hostile action on the bridge. 
He said they had apparently 
seriously wounded the third offi­ 
cer. who was the pilot on the 
bridge at the time, and an ap­ 
prentice officer with him. 
When I heard this news I first 
concluded in principle that it was 
perhaps a m atter of a passenger 
having gone mad, because such 
incidents have occurred now and 


per- 
then among passengers—or 
haps there were disorders among 
passengers who had too much al­ 
cohol. 
I went up toward the bridge. 
When my eyes reached the level 
of the bridge floor I saw a man 
standing in the door across the 
bridge aiming a machine gun at 
me. 
I 
quickly 
dropped 
down 
the 
steps and 
ran into my cabio, 
lacking the door and cutting off 
the lights, I called the engine 
room to halt the engines. 
I started to leave by a side door 
of my cabin when I saw through 
the glass door an officer lying on 
t’’e deck covered with blood. I 
thought he was dead until I no­ 
ticed a leg moving. 
When I started out the door to 
try to pull him into the cabin, I 
saw a man aiming a rifle at me. 
I locked mvself in t^e cabin and

Dislikes Guard at Breakfast 


RECIFE, Brazil (AP) — Few 
things annoy a North Carolinian 
more than having to eat break­ 
fast with an arm ed rebel guard 
glowering at him. 
Chester A. Churchill, 62, of Ashe­ 
ville, decided that was one of the 
toughest things to take in his 12 
days as one of nearly 600 pas­ 
sengers held captive aboard the 
Santa Maria. 
“That was the worst feeling—to 
eat breakfast with men all around 
carrying revolvers and seeing a 
man posted at the door with a 
submachine gun,” he said Thurs­ 
day night. 
Churchill said he found it hard 
to reconcile himself to the idea 
that a relatively small band of 
men could hold almost 1,000 per­ 
sons (including the liner s crew) 
in check that long and defy sever­ 
al governments. 
Churchill and his wife, Ruth, 
both former residents of Lima, 
Ohio, were spending their first 
night back on land at the home of 
an American in Recife. 
At times during the long voyage 


the passengers tried to anticipate 
the worst in advance as they wond 
ered what would happen to them, 
Churchill said. 
They often discussed what they 
might do in certain contingencies 
—what they would do if the rebels 
suddenly attacked them, how they 
could help improve the food given 
to third-class passengers 
This groun suffered most when 
supplies ran low, the American 
said. Many of them, children in­ 
cluded, were living on nothing but 
potatoes and beans toward the end 
of their captivity. 
“ But, as it turned out, there 
was nothing really we could do, 
Churchill said. 
“ Our worst fears as they held 
us hostage were that they might 
have raped our women or attacked 
the men or stolen our money—but 
of course those things did not 
happen.” 
Churchill has definite opinions 
about the rebel leader, Henrique 
Galvao, and they are not com 
plimentary.

120 Judges 


Legal Obstacles 
To Rule Removed 


HAVANA (AP) — Fidel Castro 
today fired 120 judges throughout 
Cuba in the second phase of 
sweeping court purge aimed at 
removing all legal obstacles to 
his rule. 
One supreme court justice, the 
presidents of six provincial courts 
of appeal, 26 appeals magistrates 
and 87 other judges came under 
the ax. which fell for the second 
time in two months. 
The government acted under 
Cabinet 
decree issued 
Dec. 
20 
suspending for 45 days a law pre­ 
venting dismissal of court officers 
In the December purge 13 su­ 
preme court justices were ousted 
One of Castro’s chief complaints 
against the courts has been that 
they 
often 
awarded owners 
of 
seized property too much com 
pensation. 
Antonio Nunez Jimenez, chief 
of Castro’s agrarian reform pro 
gram, warned as long ago as last 
spring that many judges would 
have to change their way of think 
ing or face the consequences. 
The 
new 
dismissal 
decree 
signed by Castro, President Os 
valdo Dorticos and Justice Min 
ister 
Alfredo 
Yabur, 
said 
the 
jurists were thrown out to assure 
Cuba a more “ revolutionary” ap 
plication of justice. 
The targets of the latest purge 
were 
accused of counterrevolu­ 
tionary activity “ under protection 
of their positions,’ and some of 
“ manifestly 
immoral 
conduct.” 
Some were described as too old, 
others called inept. 
It was believed some of the 
ousted judges already have fled 
the country or have sought asy­

North Part of State 
To Get Additional 
3 to 5-Inch Fall

Winter - hardened Ohioans are 
digging out from another heavy 
snowfall today—a blanket spread­ 
ing from Lake Erie to the Ohio 
River. More snow, heavy in the 
north and of flurry caliber in the 
south, will add to the accumula­ 
tion by nightfall. 
Early tem peratures F r i d a y 
ranged from 13 at Toledo to 27 at 
Cincinnati. 
Columbus 
had 
24, 
Cleveland 16, and Chesapeake on 
the Ohio River was high with 30. 
Despite the new snowfall which 
ranged from five inches at Can­ 
ton - Akron to three inches at 
Youngstown and Cincinnati, about 
two inches at Cleveland, four at 
Dayton and Columbus, only Toledo 
reported traffic difficulties. 
Two inches of snow driven by 
winds up to 40 miles per hour 
hit the Toledo area. 
Drifts un to five feet deep were 
reported in the vicinity of Bono 
and Reno Beach, east of the citv 
near 
Lake 
Erie. The sheriff’s 
office reported three - foot drifts 
The snow caused many schools 
in the area to close, including 
those 
in 
M a u m e e , 
Washing­ 
ton Township and Sylvania. To­ 
ledo schools were open. Police 
described the morning rush-hour 
traffic in the city as “ aw'ful.” 
The Detroit-Toledo Expressway 
was glazed with ice as the heavy 
traffic packed down the new snow. 
Speed limits on the Ohio Turn­ 
pike were lowered to 40 miles per 
hour. 
Latest reports from the weath­ 
er bureau said that in northwest 
and northeast Ohio there would be 
winds with accumulations of 3-5 
inches of new snow by tonight and 
with a high tem perature of 26 to­ 
day. Little change in temperature 
for this area is expected tonight. 
Cloudy and colder with snow flur­ 
ries is the prediction for Saturday. 
For southern and central Ohio, 
the snow is expected to add up to 
two inches in the east. It will be 
mostly cloudy and colder tonight 
and Saturday, with a high today of 
30 and a low tonight of 5-10. 
On the five-day extended fore­ 
cast, the weather bureau said that

will average two to four degrees 
below normal with cold over the 
weekend and becoming warmer 
Monday.

To U.S. Studied 


U.N. Hears Soviet 
Proposal on Congo 


UNITED NATIONS. N Y. (AP) 
— U. N. Security Council m em ­ 
bers in behind-soenes talks today 
weighed the Soviet Union’s chal­ 
lenge to the United States to sup­ 
port Soviet proposals for the Con­ 
go. 
Council debate on the Congo was 
in recess until Tuesday and there 
was no answer from the Kennedy 
administration outlining its Congo 
position. There may be none until 
late next week, aides of U. S. del­ 
egation chief Adlai E. Stevenson 
In 
a 
statement studded 
with 
harsh condemnation of Secretary- 
General Dag Hammarskjold, the 
Soviet 
deputy foreign 
minister, 
Valerian A. Zorin, told the council 
Thursday that it had followed the 
wrong road in dealing with the 
Congo. 
Prescribing 
the 
same 
Soviet 
remedy as before — release from 
jail of deposed Prem ier Patrice 
Lumumba, convoking Parliam ent, 
ousting Belgian nationals from the 
Congo — Zorin said the Soviet 
Union is ready “to take all neces­ 
sary steps” for measures to re 
store peace in the Congo. 
He noted that U. S. Congo policy 
is under review in Washington and 
added: “ Above all, we await an 
answer from the new representa­ 
tive of the United States whether 
he is ready to join us in following 
the new road.” 
Stevenson 
issued a 
statement 
later expressing regret that Zorin 
did not comment on Ham m ar 
skjold’s request for power to re­ 
organize the Congolese army and 
take it out of politics as a step 
toward averting civil war in the 
Congo. The U.S. delegate also ex­ 
pressed regret at what he called 
Zorin’s “ renewed and unjustified 
attacks” on Hammarskjold. 


The plan, contemplated to last 
a year, would increase payment 
of regular weekly unemployment 
insurance benefits one-half again 
as long as their present maximum 
duration.

Kennedy proposed that in the 
few states paying regular bene­ 
fits for more than 26 weeks— 
there are nine such states—the 
government would take over the 
cost of benefits after 26 weeks, 
up to a maximum of 39 weeks, 
thus freeing state funds for in­ 
creases in benefit amounts. 
The program closely parallels 
one put into effect during former 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower a 
administration. Only 17 states par­ 
ticipated, 
but 
an 
additional 
5 
states put on their own augment­ 
ing programs out of their own 
funds. 
However, the extended benefits 
covered some 70 per cent of all 
the workers in the nation insured 
under 
the 
complex 
program. 
About 2 million workers actually 
received extra payments for an 
average of about IO weeks, and at 
a 
cost exceeding 
$600 
million. 
Most of this money, by the way, 
still is owed the federal govern­ 
ment by the participating states. 
Increasing the earnings base for 
the federal payroll tax to $4,goo 
would bring in an estimated $160 
million extra revenue. Thus, if 
the outgo should 
reach the $1 
billion estimate the states would 
be many years repaying the ad­ 
vances. 
Actually the states have nearly 
$7 billion in benefit reserves on 
deposit in the Treasury. Tax pay- 
ments into the reserves during 
1960 totalled $2.3 billion but the 
cost of benefits paid out reached 
$2.7 billion. 
Kennedy 
said 
about 
500,000 
workers currently have exhausted 
idle benefits and still remain un­ 
employed. He estimated another 
1.5 million will use up benefits be­ 
fore finding jobs during the first 
half of 1961.

In all. one officer was killed 
and three wounded—one with a 
shot in the back, two with shots 
in the lungs. 
In my cabin at the time, after 
failing to get through a telephone 
call, I overheard on the commu­ 
nication system someone trying to 
call another point on the ship. 
“ Who 
is 
talking 
there” 
I 
asked. A voice responded: 
“ W'ho is calling” 
“ This is the commander.” 
“ Ah, 
senhor commander, this 
is the doctor of the Portuguese 
Immigration Service speaking. I 
am badly wounded. Galvao (P or­ 
tuguese exile ilenrique Galvao) 
and his followers have taken over 
the boat.” 
I tried again to telephone the 
bridge to see if anyone would an­ 
swer. A strange voice, with an 
authoritative air. replied: 
“ This is capt. Galvao. who in 
the name of Gen. Humberto Del­ 
gado has just taken your ship by 
assault. You must not try any 
kind of resistance because it will 
he violently repressed. Surrender 
will bring you benefits.” 
I replied I could surrender only 
alter meeting with my officers 
and 
principal 
members 
of 
the 
crew. 
This 
was 
arranged. 
We 
came to the sad reality that there 
was nothing we could do. 
W’e were cut off and, only be­ 
cause of the force of arm s, we 
submitted to Galvao. 
I told him we were surrender­ 
ing because the crew was un­ 
armed and vital points of the ship 
had been captured by him and 
we thought this was the best way 
to defend the lives of the passen­ 
gers and the ship itself. 
We declared we would continue 
to work only under the force of 
guns.

times near the coast of Brazil. 
Each time I heard guns being 
cocked. We were under that kind 
of situation until

Once in here under the protec­ 
tion of Brazilian authorities I told 
Capt. Galvao that all officers and 
crew 
had 
reached 
a 
decision: 
since the ship was now in a B ra­ 
zilian port, we would all prefer to 
die together than sail out again 
with him and his men. 
We had already had noisy dem­ 
onstrations a m o n g the passen­ 
gers near Recife protesting the 
situation. 
The decision of the ship s crew 
disoriented Galvao’s force com­ 
pletely. Although they wanted to 
use force against the crew they 
did not because Brazilian author­ 
ities, including the captain of the 
port and Adm. Dias Fernandes 
himself were aboard. 
Galvao 
himself thought about 
disembarking all passengers and 
members of the crew who were 
not necessary to the operation of 
the ship, and leaving aboard the 
technicians necessary for moving 
the ship in hopes it could leave 
the harbor again.

And those that are, are working 
only part time. I tell you its pretty 
tough.” 
Said a waitress at a nearby 
restaurant: “You know, even a 
couple of years ago. you had to 
wait in line 
to 
get served here 
during lunch or dinner. Now there 
are tables anytime you want them. 
The men are on relief or living 
off their unemployment payments. 
I hope it gets better pretty soon.” 
The Johnstown area, nestled in 
the West Pennsylvania mountains, 
is a ‘ depressed” section and has 
been

seven straight years.

unemployment 
rate during that time has not been 
lower than six per cent of the 
labor force. 
Its present level stands at about j 
17 per cent, compared to the na 
tional figure of about seven per 
cent. 
Like other communities in de­ 
pressed areas, Johnstown's eco- I 
rvomic health rested on a narrow 
base—steel and coal mining in its 
case 
Then came the employment de­ 
cline in both industries caused by 
a 
general 
nationwide 
economic 
turndown, automation and tech­ 
nological advances which perma­ 
nently eliminated tens of thou 
sands of jobs, loss of markets, 
some of them for good, to other 
materials—gas and oil in the coal 
industry; plastics, aluminum, for 
ro-concrete and glass, in the steel 
industry. 
Plant obsolescence and exhaus­ 
tion of natural resources also add­ 
ed to unemployment. 
As of last December there were 
15.800 persons unemployed in the 
two county (Cambria and Somer­ 
set) Johnstown labor market, a 
16.9 per cent unemployment rate. 
I rom a 31,000 job peak for the 
two counties almost 30 years ago, 
mining employment had dropped 
to 5,800 in mid-December, i960, 
while at least 8.000 men lost their 
jobs in the basic metals industry, 
predominantly steel, between July 
1957 
and 
mid-December, 
i960, 
when 14,000 men were employed! 
Hie nationwide employment pic­ 
ture for steel is also bleak. Some 
150.(XX) men—a 30 per cent rate— 
are estimated idle in the steel in­ 
dustry, and, by conservative esti­ 
mates, from 45,000-50,000 of them 
are in the basic steel industry in 
Pennsylvania.

While unemployment may have 
reached rock bottom, there is no 
widespread hope that wholesale 
rehiring will result from a pickup 
in production or demand of either 
coal and steel. 
This headline in a local paper 
tells the story of coal: 
“Coal Paradox 
“ Output Up. 
“Jobs Down.” 
The same condition applies to 
steel and will be even more valid 
in the future as automation and 
technological improvements con­ 
tinue high production 
but with 
fewer jobs. 
Through the bleakness there is 
hope. 
“Bethlehem Steel spent about 
$50 million in improvements in its 
plant here in the last IO years,” 
said a civic leader in Johnstown. 
“While this means that fewer 
men will be needed to produce a 
ton of steel, it also means that 
Bethlehem Steel is going to stay 
in Johnstown. It is encouraging 
from that standpoint.”

Frankfurt. Germany (AP) —Ger­ 
man women complain that their 
life is just one dull chore after an­ 
other. 
When the German Home Econo­ 
mics Institute took a poll recent­ 
ly. 92 per cent of the m arried men 
said they were happy at home, 
and ninety per cent of the women 
called their lives slave existences. 
“ I don’t know how much longer 
I can stand it — kowtowing to my 
husband’s every whim, keeping the 
house in order and looking after 
two children.” said the 35-year-old 
wife a Frankfurt physician. 
Before their m arriage, she said, 
her husband showed respect for 
her professional achievements and 
her ability to make independent 
judgements. “ Now. all he wants to 
see in me is his devoted servant.” 
Sociologists, physicians and psy­ 
chiatrists discussed the problems 
of German women in 
a recent 
meeting of the German 
Public 
Health 
Assn. 
and 
decided 
two 
things: 
Thht for the most part, their pro­ 
blems are based on the German 
male's “ all consuming drive for 
financial security in preference to 
practically everything else,” and 
his refusal to see his wife freed 
from her traditional ties to chil­ 
dren, church and kitchen. 
And that things are bound to im­ 
prove because “ These teen - age 
girls are not going to knuckle down 
to their future husbands, because 
they’ve seen women can be indep­ 
endent if they have to be,” one 
of the sociologists said.
